TO SAVE CHINESE IN THIS COUNTRY.

REPl'BUC STTXIAL.

Washington. July 10. It Is a well-know- fact that the public gets only
part of the news that Is sent to the State Department regarding affairs ln
China. Secretary Hay himself said the other day that not one dl.-pat-ch

ln fix received at the department Is given out. Only such matter is made
public as relates strictly to the condition of thiugs In the Empire and hav-
ing a bpecial bearing on the safety of the lives of Americans there.

A man who claims to hare seen a number of dispatches that have been
withheld In this way Fays that If their contents were made known there
would be a terrible uprising against the Chinese in this country. In fact,
he tstld that the naturo of these cablegrams was such that the depart-
ment bupprc66ed them for fear of thls very result. According to this man,
the foreigners at I'ekin were subjected to the most brutal and revolting;
indignities before finally falling victims to the Bosers.

It Is believed that If these facts were made known there would be such
a ronular feeling of horror and resentment that many Chinese ln this
country would be killed for revenge. It is the plan to let all the facts
connected with the Pekln massacre gradually leak out.
